tomed to labor. The wagyon was substi- 
tuted for a dwelling, while this was done. 
Before the cabin was completed, the last dol- 
lar of his money was consumed. At this 
point, my dear sir, ] wish you to reflect a 
moment, and place yourself in his situation, 
in a distant and strange land, not a human 
being within several miles; with an amia- 
ble wife who had been tenderly brought up, 
accustomed to move only in the genteel 
circles of fife, with fivejinteresting children, 
all looking up to you for support and pro- 
tection, and you looking round and secing 
nothing but hunger and distress staring you 
in the face at every pane 

However, Mr. B. up under it like a 


true philosopher ; he would leave his ſami - 


ly in the morning alittle belore day, and 
walk 5, 6 of 7 miles, as the caxe might be, 
and engage in day labour, for which he ob- 
tained good wages, labour at that time be- 
ing in demand, carrying with him his gun, 
by which he was enabled, generally, to pro- 
cure some game, on which his family for 
the most part lived. In this way by the 
dint of industry and perseverance, in about

soon as it was thought he had enough ga- 
thered together, he was directed to muke 
an attack, which he did—suit was commenc- 
ed, he being unable to give security, an exe- 
cution was soon obtained, which swept all 
from him, even to the little household furni- 
ture, the whole being sold for cash, brought 
but little more than paid the cost and char- 
ges. This was immediately followed by 
another execution ; there being no proper- 
ty, they seized upon the body amd carried 
it to prison; the morning this took place, 
a scene was exhibited, which I will not 
pretend to describe, but only observe, that 
I think a heart of adamant would have melt- 
ed into sorrow: nay, I think the angel of 
mercy would have hid her face in the bo- 
sym of pity. The next day his wife and two 
children were taken sick ; those facts being 
represented, he was liberated upon enter- 
ing into an arranvement, which made him 
liable to be remanded back to prison at 
any moment. In a few days the eldest 
child died ; the father made application to 
a joiner for a coffin; the joiner having a 
previous knowledge of his circumstances, 
asked if he had the money to pay for it.— 
Being answered no, the joiner informed he 
could not make it. Mr. B. then procured 
a few low priced boards, some nails and 6 
hammer, and made the coffin, or rather the 
box, himself, and brought it home; he had 
then three miles to go to borrow a spade to 
dig the grave, his own having been told a 
few days before by the sheriff. Was thisa 
solitary case, it would not be so badd ; but 
unfortunately they are of frequent occur- 
rence. Jt isa fact, that many leave this 
country, and return to their native statc, on 
that very accoynt, and many more would 
go if they were able.”

ENGLISH PUGILISM. 

A pugilistic pusticcio at the Fives Court 
in St. Martin’s-street. I bad long been 
anxious to witness a good exhibition of this 
surt, and the present being for Tom Bel- 
cher's benefit, who is a great favotirite with 
the Fancy, afforded a guod opportunity of 
wratifying my Curiosity. A large ctowd was 
assembled in the street for sometime be- 
fore the dours were opened, and the general 
eagerness am in occasioned a considera 
ble crush. Not that there was any thing to 
be gained by this impetuosity or as we 
stood in the area of the Fives Court, in the 
middle of which was raised the platform for 
the combatants, those who came last were 
as well placed as those who came first. The 
diversion began with clumsy ong be- 
tween some young beginners, were de- 
sirous.of attracting notice as candidates for 
pugilistic honors. ‘There was little skill or 
scicnce in the first setting-toof these heroes, 
and the lithe they nad wus lost in the irrita. 
tion produced by the first round; so that the 
contest soon became a mere rivalry of hard 
hits, which was put an end to. whea the 
company thought they were sufficiently 
glutted with the favour of @ich other's 
knuckles, by a cry of “ enough! enough!” 
A general shower of silver popper then 
took place, of which these eecmed 
to bide the pelting with great glee, eo that 
the proverb of “more kicks thal re 
could not, I be te : 
At lust we had a rich scienufié display 
the whole art of attack and defence, by 
Spring and Harmer, and Belcher and Eales. 
Whatever objections may be made to a 
prize fight, there can surely be Bone to the 
muffled mimickry of a sparring-match.— 
It is impossible not to admire the symme- 
try of the combatants who, to the 
waist and in all the exerti nerve and 
muscle, might often furnish a study to the 
sculptor. And then to see them with eye 
fixed on eye:—to read as it were the con- 
ception of the intended biow im the mind, 
before the hand has had time to carry the 
will into effect; to watch the awful business 
of preparation—the parly of provocation— 
andall the graceful variety of action and pos- 
ture that arise out of the rapid succession of 
hitting, stopping, maneuvring, rallying, ad- 
vancing gand retreating—this is afine sight, 
and even ladies might look on, without be- 
ing shocked, at so bloodless and blameless a 
spectacle of human exertion. 

Py sar Fancy, as the the art 
of boxing are culled, appeer to form a dis- 
tinct class among the jnnusmerable sects 
and parties into which England is divided. 
They are hy no means confined to the 
lower orders, but muy reckon on a large 
proportion of rank and talent amongst their 
numbers. To understand the theory, if 
not the practice, of boxing, is considered 
in this country as one of the, accomplish- 
ments of a gentlernan, The great profes- 
sor of the pugilistic art, Mr. Jackson, has

aid to strike an acversary on the ground 

would still be considered a disgrace to pu- 
gilism, IT hawe always admived the trait 

of generous forbearance which is recorded 

of the famous Chiexen in his battle with 

Jem Beicher. He had given his adversary 

a facer Zhat laid bim sprawiing upon his 
back on the ropes which encircled the 
ring, and when he hed an opportunity of 
repeating his blow, he refrained from tak- 
ing advantage of the occasion. A senti- 
ment of compassion for his old associate 
prevailed over the passion of the moment, 
and contenting himself with shaking his 
fist over his prostrate antayonist, his fe¢el- 
ings found a vent in the following strange 
but characteristic expression: * D--n thee, 
Jem, I woiu't burt thee!" The phraseolo- 
gy indeed of the Fancy in general, is pecu- 
liar to themselves, and they may be almost 
said to speak a language of their own.--

NAPLES 

On the 28th of November, 16,000 Aus- 
trian troops were reviewed and exercised in 
the Campo, The King rode with general 
Frimom. Among other exercises, they 
hed a sham fight. We think that general 
Pepe should have been there, as he is well 
skilled in fights of thissort. The crowd of 
spectators, says a letter, was immensc, and 
as gay as Neapolitans generally are, when 
any thing helps them to forget the flight of 
time. They have been to see reviews of 
the French; the Carbonari; the Austrians; 
and to-morrow they would go to sce the 
Turks with equal pleasure, if the Turks 
had by any means become masters of Na- 
ples. 

It is very confidently asserted that the 
Austrian army of occupation, will be redu- 
ced to 25,000 men, and that a further re- 
duction will take place in March, if the 
country continues to remain as tranquil as 
it does ut present. 

A shock of an carthquake was felt at Na- 
ples about the 25th of November. Others 
have been felt in different parts of the king- 
dom, and considered as the consequences of 
the recession of the fires of Vesuvius. 
The bishop of Aversa has becn shot dead 
in broad day light, by a young nian who had 
been of the Carbonari. He chose the pub- 
lic piazea for the scene, and advancing to 
the carriage in which the bishop was re- 
turning from church, shot him through the 
head. 

PRUSSIA. 
It had been currently reported for seve- 
ral days, that Prussia was to furnish the em- 
peror of Russia with an auxiliary force of 
30,000 men, to act as occasion might re- 
qvive against the Turks. This story, how- 
ever, was directiv contradicted by the latest 
news from Berlin. 
The Prussian government having ascer- 
tained the unhappy certainty that there isa 
deficiency of ten milliors of dollars in its 
budget, which can only be covered by a 
loan, negociations have already been enter- 
ed into with several banking houses. 

RUSSIA. 

The Russian troops on the Banks of the 
Pruth are represented to amount to one 
hundred and cighty thousand men; fresh 
troops are marching to the same destina- 
tion, and every thing leads to the belief 
that the decisive blow will soon be struck. 
A letter received at Liverpool, from 
Odessa, dated Nov. 6, stating that on the 
16th of December, the Russian authorities 
would contract tor 750,000 bushels of wheat 
and flour 
An article from Warsew of December 4, 
states, that an ukase has been issug¢d, prohi- 
biting freemason lodges m Russia; they 
have been shut up since the 15th of Octo- 
ber. ‘Fhis has excited the greater surprise, 
as the E:mperoy Alexander himself has been 
initiated into the mysterics of that order. 
The execution of this measure is inexpli- 
cable, except from motives of the highest 
importance. 
War, and that without delay, between 
Russia and ‘Vurkey, is now universally con- 
sidered as certam. The Russian troops 
are pouring down upon the Turkish fron- 
tier With tremendous parks of artillery — 
Letters from Leipsic, dated December 18, 
state that an aceount had been received 
there of a Grand Council held at Peters- 
burgh, and presided by the emperor Alex- 
ander, at which decisive measures were 
adopted with respect tothe Porte. On the 
breaking up of the Council several couriers 
were dispatched to the southern provinces 
of the Russian Empire. The winter sea- 
son, it is thought by Russian officers who 
have formerly served in Turkey, will rather 
facilitate thap retard a campaign in that 
country. 

GERMANY. 
From Vienna, it is stated, that all /o- 
reiguere employed in the Austrian States, 
as frecefitors or teachers, have without dis- 
tinction, reccived orders to quit the coun- 
try. It is added, that the education of 
youth, whether public or private, is to be 
exclusively confided to the Jesuits, or to 
the Redemptionists, who are an affiliation 
of that order! 

DEN MARK, Ke. 

An article from Copenhagen, Dec. Sth, 
says, we continue fo receive further ac- 
counts of the damage done on our coasts, 
Many ships have been stranded, many lost 
their anchors and cables, and others perish- 
ed. It is remarkable that in many places 
where these hurricanes have raged, they 
were accompanied with violent thunder 
storms. The number of ships and vessels 
lost in the Baltic and the Cattegat, during 
these storms is estimated ata hundred. 

The general bond of the King of Den- 
mark for the loan of three millions sterling, 
has been deposited in the Bank of England, 
by the Danish Minister and the contract- 
ors, in the prescuce of a notary public. 

THE NETHERLANDS. 

Preparations are said to be making for 
putting the marine of the Netherlands, in 
a siute of equipment; and, it is added, that 
France and Spain were adopting similis 
measuics.

Accord- 
ing to these accounts, the moment is at 
hand when the fate of the uncle and the 
nephew will be decided. 
FRANCE. 

A conspiracy had Jately been detected 
at Saumur, a town in the department of 
the Maineet Loire. Previously to the dis 
covery, it appears that there was a dreadful 
conflagration, the causes of which were not 
fully decided. It produced great conster- 
nation. It broke out on the evening of the 
18th December. The civil and military 
authorities, the officers and students of the 
Miliary Colleges, and inhabitants of all 
classes, were active in their efforts to stop 
the progress of the devouring clement, in 
which they did not succeed until midnight. 
Five persons perished, and four were griev- 
ously, and it is feared, mortally wounded, 
on this calamitous occasion. 

By a sketch of a debate in the Chamber 
of Deputies, which took place on Friday 
and Saturday, the 22d and 25d of Decem- 
ber, we perceive that a sally was made upon 
the new ministry They were discussing 
the projet of a law proposing the collection 
and opening a credit tor two hundred mil- 
hons of francs, for the service of the first 
three m onths of the year 1622, and the mi- 
nisters were attaeked for not taking part in 
the debutes, and acensed of the same timid 
irresolution aa their piredeccseors had mani- 
feated. There had becn no political distur- 
bances, nor comimotions of uny kind among 
the people. 

TURKEY. 
It appears thatthe ‘Turkish people will 
hot permit the government to accede to 
the Russran Untimayvum even were the 
Divan so disposed. Such is their hatred 
to the Christians, that they will encounter 
certain and inevitable destruction, rather 
than make to them the least concession. 
The remnant of the Turkish fleet had re- 
turned witheut effecting any thing. 

PERSIA. 

The Persians contimuc to advance victo- 
viously. The news that Bagdad had talien 
into their hands is confirmed, and it is again 
said that they have taken ‘Lrebisond, and 
totally destroyed a Tevkish corps posted 
near Erzcrum. 

GREPFCE. 
Acconnts from Frankiort say, that the 
Greck Congress at ‘Vrivolizza intend to 
proclaim a Federative Republiey having at 
its bead as President, Prince Demetrius 
Ypsilanti. Six states, it is added, are to 
form the Republic, namely, the Morea, Li- 
vadia, Thessaly, Macedonia, Epirus and the 
Islands. 
An article from Corfu, of the 20th ult. 
states, that notwithstanding the prohibitory 
measures of the lonian Government, up- 
wards of 20,000 muskets and bayonets had 
been furnished to the Greeks from the Is- 
lands of Cephalonia, Zante, and Cerizo.— 
The fortress of Arta was, it is stated, on 
the poim of surrendering to the Greek force 
by which it was besieged. 
The Greeks are so exasperated bv con- 
tinued wrongs, their minds have become 
so debased, and their manners brutalized by 
Turkish despotism, that their atrocities in 
several instances, have equalled those of the 
Turks. A dreadful massacre took place at 
Navarim, after the town had capitulated. — 
Some of the inhabitants were cut to pieces, 
others burnt, and several hundreds carried 
toa barren rock and starved to death. 

Tripolizza also surrendered under treat- 
ment equally ferocious, and when the Jew- 
ish nation offered to buy their lives, it was 
stated, as a retribution for the indignities 
offered to the Patriarch, their fate was decid- 
ed on, and every soul was to be crucified. 
By one common cousent the whole of the 
peaple-assembled together, and resolved to 
destroy themselves by poison, which was 
curried into effect on the spot. 

The differences between Demetrius Yp- 
silanti, the Senate, and Military Chiefs, con- 
tinue. The latter are all inclined to recog- 
nize as Archistrategas the brave conqueror 
of Tripolizza, whose heroic courage is ge- 
nerally adinired. The choice must, how- 
ever, be made ina general assembly, which 
will speedily be convoked. A strong divi- 
sion of the Greek fleet covers the ports that 
have been delivered. 

SWit ZERLAND., 

It is said that the representatives of the 
Swiss Cantons have signed a Convention, 
by which they have bound themselves to 
scize and deliver to the Austrian authori- 
ties, such of the subjects.of the Lombardo 
Venetian kingdom as may have taker re- 
fuge in their mhospitable territories! Af- 
ter this, We may expecs, ta bear that they 
have received an Austrian garrison into 
Berne and Zurich. Sach @ proceeding 
would not really be so disgraceful as the 
proscription of which they have become 
the instruments.

ORPHAN ASYLU, 
Messrs, Editors, 

There ig no one who does not sympa- 
thize in the late awful calamity, which de- 
prived so many orphans of ahome. Eve- 
ry one has believed, that it is an institution 
formed to protect and rear up children be- 
reft of parents. Those, indeed, who have 
Leen admitted into the Asylum, came un- 
der this denomination; but with«circum- 
stances attending, which have shutout more 
than three times the number that were un- 
der the charge of the society previous to the 
conflagration of the building. It is not ge- 
nerally known that none but children whose 
parents were of some standing in life would 
be received: while others, whom Providence 
had reared up in Poverty, were debarred of 
the privileges which the former possessed. 
I do not thus make this statement, with 
sidisters views, 

My intention is to make it a general in- 
stitution, and not to be confined to a few in- 
dividuals gifted with health and strength. 
No child who is the least crippled or dis- 
ordered wiil be revcived. They must pos- 
sess the full vigour of life, and unattended 
by any seated complaint. 

While the Society looks up to the citi- 
zens for support, let it be extended to all 
classes and conditions of children. 

l am not unsupported while I make this 
declaration that the Society ts restricted to 
the conditions which I have stated. A Guar- 
dian of the Poor appiied for the admission 
of a certain number of children entirely 
destitute of friends: the Managers refused 
their admission, with the exception of five, 
for whose board the Guardians had to pay. 
It might be answered tl ..t their funds were 
not sufficient—! will grant it—But to whom 
did they look to for support? The Public. 
Well, sicce the Public supports it, the 
Managers should receive every orphan 
child that is applied for. 

I am aware that I may offend a great 
number of persons by thus attempting to 
dampen the ardour of the Charitable, to re- 
vive their funds 1 wish to be understood 
to the contrary. I bope, sincerely, the 
Asylum may be rebuilt on a larger scale, 
and that it be made truly an 4sylum for 
the Orphan. M. A.
